THE UNIVERSAL METAMOBPHOSTS. — If a 


wafer be laid on a surface of polished metal, 
which is then breathed upon, and if, when 
the moisture of the breath has .evaporated, 
the water be shaken off. we shall .find that 
the whole polishad surface is not aa it was 
before, although our senses can detect no 
diflerenee ; for if we breathe again upon it 
the surface will be moist everywhere, ex- 
cept on the spot previously sheltered by the 
water, which will now appear as a spectral 
image on the surface. 
Again sind again we 


breathe, and the moisture evaporates,, but 
still the spectral wafer reappears. This ex- 
periment succeeds after a lapse of many 
months, if the metal be carefully put aside. 
.where its surface cannot 'be 'disturbed. If a 
sheet of paper on which a key has been laid 
be exposed for some minrctes to the sun- 
shine, and. then instantaneously viewed in 
the dark, the key being removed, a fading 
spectre of the key will be visible. Let this 
paper be put aside for many months where 
nothing can disturb it, and then in darkness 
be laid on a plate of hot metal— -the spectre 
of the key will again appear. 
In the ease 


of bodies more highly phosphorescent than 
paper, the spectres of many different ob- 
jects, which may have been laid on itin suc- 
cession, will, on warming, emerge in their 
proper order. 


This is equally true of our bodies. 
Noth- 


ing leaves us wholly as it found us. Every 
man we meet, every book ws read, every 
picture or landscape we see, every word or 
tone we hear, mingles with our baing and 
modifies it. There are cases on record of 
ignorant women, in states' of insanity, utter- 
ing Greek aud Hebrew phrases, which -in 
past years they have heard their masters 
utter, without, of course, comprehending 
them. These tones had long been forgotten: 
the traces were so faint, that under ordinary 
conditions they were invisible ( but these 
traces were there, and in the intense light of 
cerebral excitement they started into promi- 
nence, just as the spectral image of tho key 
started info sight on the application of heat.

Master Holt reached here two weeks ago he 
'Jrail his attention directed to Postmaster 
Fowler, and ordered an investigation. Ow- 
ing to Mr. Fowler's absence at Charleston it 
was found impossible to obtain the necessa- 
ry statements, and it was only by the most 
peremptory requisitions that they were.pro- 
eurecl on his return, and then but partially 
and at intervals; For some reason or oth- 
er, yet to be-explained, no satisfactory state- 
ment of their accounts could be procured 
from the offices of Dr. Tate, Cth auditor of 
the treasury, where they are'adjusted, until 
Friday last, and finally when on the person- 
al and.absolute.'.demand of the postmaster 
general, it was found then that Mr. Fowler 
was in arrears over $150,000. 
How Tar 


this defalcation may be traced back is not 
yet known positively, because the informa- 
tion is still imperfect and the department is 
disinclined to communicate what it knows. 
The law emphatically requires the tith audi- 
tor to report to the postmaster general 
whenever a postmaster defaults in payment 
of his balances on closing his account*.—• 
No report of any kind was made in this case; 
and Mr. Fowler was allowed to go along for 
many months as if his office was correctly 
conducted. This extraordinary development 
will form a siouree of immediate inquiry in 
oongreas. When Mr. Holt detected this de- 
falcation to his own satisfaction on Friday 
he submitted the matter to the president 
ai'ul required Mr. Fowler's immediate re- 
moval. 


LATER.—Further investigations to-night 


show Mr. Fowler's defalcation to be §173,- 
1)00. The fact of a serious derangement in 
his accounts must have been known to some 
responsible person in the auditors office long 
ago and the inquiry will now bo directed 
there. 
Soraeof.'Mr. Fowlers friends tender- 


ed, the.deficits ascertained np to Saturday, 
but Mr. Holt said it was too late and would 
be compounding the felony. 
It is confident- 


ly-stated that a fund was raised to get him 
out of the country and. he ha-s gone. 'He 
admitted having received part of the money 
but charged subordinates with the main loss 
while conceding his own responsibility for 
the whole.

Judge Holliev, solicitor to the treasury 


department, is in town with the United 
States district attorney, Eosevelt, preparing 
the necessary papers to recover the deficiency 
from the bondsmen and the estate of Mr.

It is said, however, and gener- 
ally believed that a great portion of it was 
spent in 1853, to carry the state of Pennsyl- 
vania for Buchanan.
